South Jamaica is a crowded residential section. Its families are 
mostly in the lower middle-income group. South Jamaica has the 
largest concentration of Negro population in Queens. For a 
district with very few apartment buildings, South Jamaica's 
population per square mile is high. Most of the people live in 
frame houses. Growth during the 1930-1940 decade was slight. 
Principal new construction was the South Jamaica Housing 
Development, providing low rentals for 448 families. There is 
no concentrated shopping center. Isolated stores are scattered 
throughout the district.
